A long line of decision* by the Su- 


preme Court has clearly 
established 


the law in liability, 'patent, 
trade 


mark and claims cases. Nevprtheless 
hundreds of cases falling in 
these 


Croups and involving issues 
which 


have been fully litigated and deter- 
mined by the Supreme Court, annual- 
ly knock at its door for 
admission, 


and cannot be denied until after the 
court has wasted much valuable time 
in ascertaining that they 
possess no 


merit and are not entitled to a re- 
view. 
For several years the most persist- 


ent offenders in this reepect have been 
personal Injury cases, arising during 
Federay control of the railroads, and 
brought under the Federal Employ- 
era' Liability Act. Appeals In these 
cases are sought as often by the rail- 
roads and the Federal government as 
by the employees or their legal re- 
presentatives. In most of them the 
law has been established long since. 
The question most 
often 
raised is 
whether the employee at the time of 
the accident was engaged In inter- 
state commerce, although the 
court 
has repeatedly defined what constitu- 
tes such commerce. If he was not, 
then there was no federal Jurisdiction 
and compensation must be sought un- 
der staate law. 


Among the cases now awaiting de- 
cision by the court as to whether it 
will consider 
them, Is 
one 
asking 


whether a night watchman in a rail- 
road warehouse, In which interstate 
commerce was stored, was stored, was 
engaged in interstate commerce.

UNWORTHY CASES 
CONSUME TIME OF 
SUPREMEj:OURT 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 14—The Su- 


preme court is making no material 
progress in clearing its docket. When 
it meets October 1 to begin its next 
term it will find substantially as many 
cases awaiting consideration as a jear 
ago. 


Th:s= condition is not due to lack of 


effort for no matter ttov, fast the- coart- 
tpeeds.up iia disposition of cases the 
accumulation upon its docket keeps 
pace 
The real trouble, in the opinion 


of attorneys practicing- before the 
court, is that the appelate jurisdiction 
of the highest tribunal is sought by 
many litigants whose controversies do 
not present questions worthy of its 
consideration, and who should not be 
permitted to consume its time. 
Congress has from time to time at- 


tempted to soH-e the problem by legis- 
lation, but laws are slow m reforming 
human nature. As long as the court is 
open to thoso who would use it to de- 
lay the execution of sentences or take 
a last, desperate chance to have an ad- 
verse decision reversed, its dockets 
will be crowded with cases in which 
an appeal is asked merely to postpone 
the inevitable day when the prison 
doors must close on the petitioner, or 
when a judgment must be paid. 


Owing lo the congestion of business 


a case filed today will not be reached 
by the court for argument within IS 
months unless it is included in thai 
comparatively -small number advanced 
for hearing out of turn. Although sub- 
stanti:i!!:> 1'j'i more cases v.-ere dispos- 
ed of last term than in 15IS, the court 
docketed during that period 50 more 
than in 1318. and had at the end oJ 
the term undisposed of only 40 less 
cases than it had at a corresponding 
period five years ago. 
The compar- 


ative insignificance of this inroad into 
the accumulation of business is evi- 
dent when St is known that the num- 
ber of cases annually docketed is in 
excess ot 1.000. Should the court be 
able to maintain the progress made 
during the last five years, it will be 
46 years before its docket is cleartsd. 


It apparently was the original inten- 


tion that the time of the court would 
he given to the decision of constitu- 
tional questions and legal controver- 
sies of national importance, :u d the 
establishment of precedents in dis- 
puted features of new laws. But when 
Congress attempted to assist in that 
design bv restricting the causes In 
which lower court's could grant ap- 
peals. It really opened a. new av« 
for overcrowding. 
It pave the court 


discretion to itself to determine wh^n 
it wo«l<3 grant appeals In those cnjvs 
in wliich appeals were not granted i-y

tronomers arc on the watch for two 
comets, both discovered 
many 
do- 


cades ugo, which speeding over their 
rather uncertain courses through the 
skies, are about due for re-appear- 
ance. 


One of thr-qo Interesting visitors Is 


Di Vlco's "long 
period" 
comet of 


184G, popularly known as the Mexican 
War comet because just on the out- 
break of that conflict, It was obberved 
by Professor W. C. Bond, of the Har- 
vard observatory, on Feb. 26, 
184C. 


Professor F. Di Vlco, of Homo, also 
found the oomet independently with 
his telescope two days later, and be- 
cause he officially recorded Its com- 
ing, his fellow astronomers have giv- 
en It his name 


Professor DI Vino observed his com- 


et godson for two months, when it 
passed from view 
It was reckoned 


that it would reappear in 75.71 years, 
with a "perlol of 
uncertainty" 
of 


three years. 
In 1319 It was within 


300,000.000 miles of the earth, some- 
where between the orbits of Mars and 
Jupiter, and the 
scientists of 
the 


skies decided that it might appear to 
them any time between 
1921 
and 


1925. 
"When it does come, it -will not 


be visible to "the man in the street," 
Harvard College observatory officials 
say. 
Comets, they explain may at 


any time be thrown completely out of 
their accustomed course by 
getting 


too near the sun or planet, these 
bodies acting so 
as 
to 
give 
the 


stranger a. sort of "kick" to one side 
or the other. 
The second _comet that astronomers 


are on the "lookout for this year Is 
that discovered by and named 
for 


D'Arrest, who saw it from Leipsic 
Jnne 27, 1851 
It returned in 1857, 


1870, 
1877, 1S90. 1897 and 1910 
It 


was due in 1917 but 
the 
telescope 


failed to find it 
Astronomical cal- 


culations showed that it 
might 
be 


seen, "by telescope only," on twenty- 
five or thirty dates of 1923 but the 
astronomers of the world 
who 
re- 


port their discoveries to the Harvard 
observatory as a clearing house of in- 
formation, have not picked it up as 
yet.Its schedule calls for -visibility m 
various parts o fthe heavens with the 
aid of higrh po-wered lenses on Sep- 
tember 3, 8, 13, 18, 23 and 28 and 
October 3, 8. 13 and 18. 


The Harvard observatory does not 


specialize on 
investigating 
comets 


partly because its location does not 
lend itself to such observations as 
well as do those of other astronomical 
stations in the United States and Eu- 
rope. 
In this country, the observa- 


tories which rr>ay be said to make 
comets a specialty are Lick observa- 
tory of the University of California, 
erkes at Williams Bay, "Wisconsin, and 
the naval observatory at Washington.

by placing in cold water or on ice and 
keep at a temperature as near 50 de- 
grees as possible.

Governor Walton remained at his 


home today where It was report»d he 
was ill with a cold. It Is understood 
that he held a number of conferences 
concerning the martial law situation, 
however. 
Governor Walton also

to establish a military censorship ov- 
er the Oklahoma City Daily Oklaho- 
man and the 
Muskogee 
Phoenix, 


two of the largest papers In the state, 
but tonight had not carried out his 
plans. 
The following 
statement 
was is- 


sued by Jones- 
"Governor 
Walton's 
attempt to 


-suppress the freedom of the press 
in the United 
States by 
ordering 


military censorship of the Tulso Tri- 
bune is the climatic act in a series 
of personal despotisms seldom equal- 
led in American history. He already 
has attempted to nullify the constitu- 
tion of Oklahoma by ordering a sus- 
pension 
of 
the writ 
habeas cor- 
pus under martial law, although that 
is expressly forbidden in 
the 
state 


constitution. 
"The Tribune will defend its con- 


stitutional privileges and the freedom 
of the press in the courts of the land, 
but meanwhile we shall compiy with 
the rules of the military censor. The^ 
true story of Tulsa has not been told 
and it never will be told so long as 
Governor Walion continues on his 
tyrannical course. Unless the rights, 
which have been sacred in America 
since the days of 1776, are now to be 
trampled upon, we may rightly ex- 
pect to gain legal sanction to pub- 
lish all the news about conditions in 
Oklahoma without fear or favor 


"Governor Walton has the power

and see that men guilty of mob vio- 
lence are brought to 
justice.

Gary, chairman of the Board of the 
United States Steel Corporation, said 
today: 


"I do not think anyone is justified in 


concluding that anything is in sight to 
indicate a. serious depression in busi- 
ness ni the near future. 
"There have been reports recently 


that the steel business, as -well as 
business generally, was falling oft very 
sharply. 


"According to our latest reports our 
finishing mills are working at 89.4 per 
cent, capacity, and while there may 
be a decline from this figure, it ap- 
pears at present that new business 
during the next 60 days wiil be larger 
than it has been for the same period 
just passed."

marvelous stamina by coming 
back with a whirlwind, crushing drive 
tow-ards the close of the first round 
that had the title-holder tottering, 
closer to losing his crown thaei at 
any tiire in his career.

him among the most courageous bat- 
tlers who ever sought

title. 


Dempsey won because he was the 
"Dempsey of Toledo," to 
smashing, 


mauling, 
relentless 
assailant 
who 


battered Jess Wil'iar into submission 
four years 
ago and 
ascended the 
heavjweight throne. Firpo 
proved 


himselt a dangerous challenger des- 
pite the briefness of his stand against 
the champion, but his Inexperience, 
the lack of an 
all-round 
fighting 
equipment to reinforce his powerful 
right, caused his downfall in the face 
of Dempsey's 
superior 
speed and 


generalship." 


The outcome proved that 
sheer 
strength and hitting 
power 
alone, 
plus a courageous heart, could not 
surviie 
against 
experienced 
skill, 


swiftness afoot and equallj as for- 
midable punching prow less. 
Dempsej had to call on his all to 


survive that withering come-back of 
Firpo's m the first round after the 
Argentine 
had 
been 
floored 
five 
times- But the fact that he had the 
reserve, the stamina and courage to 
•weather that 
sudden 
and 
terrific 
storm and emerge triumphant de- 
monstrated 
conclusively that he is 
the present day "champion of cham- 
pions " and m the belief of those 
who saw him tonight, 
one of 
the 


greatest of all time 
Dempsej s victory 
answered 
the 


riddle of his battle with Tommy Gib- 
bons at Shelby. Montana, last July 
It pro%ed that the champion had not 
lost his punch, that Gibbons lasted 
the limit simply because he waged a 
defensive fight, intent upon stajing 
the limit, and that against 
a foe 


ready to struggle toe to toe. Demp- 
sey can give and take the mightiest 
of punches, and. in the end, win. 


Derapsev flamed a fortune with his 


victory tonight, for he will receiie 
close to a half million dollars for his 
share of the gate receipts, estimated 
at $1,250,000 by the promoter Tex 
Rickard. a figure second only to the 
record "gate" of $1.600,000 establish- 
ed two years ago b> tne Dempsey- 
Carpentier fight at Jersey City 
The champion's share 37 1-2 per 


cent of the gross receipts approxi- 
mated $480.000. while Firpo. whose 
share was 12 1-2 per cent, will recene 
about $150.000. twice as much as he 
got for any previous bout.

"I won as I thought I would," 6aid 
Jack, "But I can truthfully say that 
I never had such a fight in all my 
life. When he socked me on the chin 
In the first round, 
knocking 
me 
through the ropes after I had knock- 
ed him down I though my finish had 
com*. 
"Those who told me that Flrpo 
would be a soft mark certainly were 
talking through their hats After he 
slammed me with that first right, I 
knew that I had a fight on my hands. 
Flrpo is dangerous every second. I 
hit him with every thing I had and 
certainly was surprised when he con- 
tinued to crawl off th« floor 
"He la game and the hardest punch- 
er I .ever faced It was the first time 
I was knocked down since I became 
champion and I'll never forget it. I 
saw eight million stars when I got 
that punch on the chin that knocked 
me out of. th«e ring." 


Of tonight's contest, Tex Rickard 
said. 
It was one of the greatest fighta in 
the history of the ring. It gave me 
the thrill of my life 
"Firpo la one of the best fighters 
I e\er have Been. It was touch and 
go and the lucky man won. 
"Firpo IB not done for yet He will 
be heard from again. He is a big 
young fellow and a terrific fighter. 
"I stand quite ready to match Firpo 
against Dempsej again 
in 
another 
year . I would be quite prepared to 
stage such a bout next Summer. 
"Moreover, I am quite ready 
to 


match the South American against 
Harry Wills tomorrow, if Firpo will 
fight Wills and Wills will fight Firpo " 
Rickard announced tonight's attend- 
ance as 85,800 and the gate as $1,. 
250.000- 
Flrpo made the following statement: 
"Itt'a, year I will be back again. 
Tonight I felt I made a 
creditable 


ahowing. I did what no other man 
has done to Jack Dempsey, the cham- 
pion. I knocked him down. I knocked 
him outside the ring I came within 
an ace of winning the championship 
in the first round 
"I will make a motor trip to Cana- 
da. Then I will go to my home in 
Beunos Aires and when I come back 
I will be better prepared to fight the 
champion " 


After the .flght Firpo eluded the 
great crowd that had gathered out- 
side of his apartment and motored 
Into the busiest part of the theatrical 
district Here, in a little restaurant 
owned by Terona, a friend, he was 
given a reception by his friends 
He 
was toasted and congratulated by them 
on the showing he made.
